The setting of the injunction suit, 
Oct. 1, is one day after the present 
setting of a criminal case against 
the same defendants, in which a 
conspiracy to violate the anti-trust 
laws is charged. 

It was agreed that if the crimi- 
nal case should be continued when 
it is called Sept. 30, the injunction 
suit, involving the same issues, 
would be taken up immediately. If 
the criminal case should proceed 
to trial the injunction case is to 
be heard immediately after conclu- 
sion of the trial.

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Hitler Assails Wilson’s 14 Points, 
Says Reich Is No Longer ‘Football’ | 


Proclamation to Nazi Convention Declares 
Germany Is Secure Today, “Not by 


Pacts, but by 


Real Power.” 


By the Associated Press. 

NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 11. 
~-Reichsfuehrer Hitler, in a procia- 
mation read to the Nazi party con- 
vention today, denounced President 
Wilson's famous 14 points. The del- 
egates, assembled from. all Ger- 
many, greeted his attack with tre- 
mendous applause. 

“Where are the 14 points of Wil- 
son and where is the world today?” 
asked Hitler. “The Reich (Ger- 
many) is no longer a football and 
no longer an object of foreign ma- 
neuvering, but now is in security— 
in security not by pacts but by the 
real power of the nation and by the 
firm will of its leadership.” 

(President Wilson, early in 1918, 
offered to the world in general and 
to Germany in particular a program 
of 14 points which served as the 
basis for the final conclusion of 
peace ending the World War and 
for the eventual establishment of 
_ the League of Nations.) 

States Peaceful Intentions. 
The proclamation continued: 
“We Nazis intend to live in peace 

and quiet with our neighbors, It is 
not necessary for us to prove our 
security by any demonstrations. It 
is sufficient that we ourselves know 
it. 

“We see in our army the protec- 
tion for peaceful labor. And when 
we are forced to make sacrifices, 
then we will make them for our 
liberty and labor. This army is our 
most valued and proudest posses- 
sion.” 

The proclamation stated that the 
Nazis had no desire to fight Chris- 
tianity, adding: “But the National 
Socialist state will under no cir- 
cumstances tolerate in any way 
*round-about confesional politics; 
and on this let no one be deceived 
concerning the determination of the 
(Nazi) movement and the State. 

“Fight on Clerical Politics.” 


“We have already fought clerical | 
forty million working hours daily, 


politics and run it out of the Reich- 
stag (Parliament) after a long fight 
in which we had no Government as- 
sistance but the other side had the 
advantage. But today we have this 
power of making our battle for 
these principles lighter. . 

“We will never carry on this bat- 
tle against Christianity as such or 
against the two confessions. «The 
Roman Catholic Church and the 
Protestant Confessional Synod.) 

“But he will keep our policy clean 
of priests who missed their profes- 
sion and who should have been poli- 
ticians instead of clergymen.” 

Hinting there was danger of the 
Communists eventually wiping out 
the church, Hitler continued: “The 
Communistic victory would find the 
solution of the problem of 26 anti- 
quated Protestant ‘churches as well 
as the Catholic center of politics.” 

He spoke the following warning

The Nazis could have made their 
task easier by devaluation of the 
mark, Hitler said, but refused to do 
so because “we do not believe that 
through these methods the world 
crisis can be solved, but on the con- 
trary we are convinced that the 
foundation of economic improve- 
ment, is a system of fixed curren- 
cies values.” The party, he added, 
also has “an unshakeable will to 
prevent inflation.” 

A temporary food shortage was 
created in some places, he admit- 
ted, by the poor harvest of 1934, 
but “we have successfully passed 
over this crisis.” 

The proclamation said that the 
Reich under no circumstances 
would return to its “old debt policy” 
of buying more than it can sell. 
He pointed out that would mean 
denial of certain luxury § articles, 
continuing: 

“But it does not interest us 
whether this or that luxury article 
can be brought to Germany as long 
as every individual has secured the 
necessities of life. We are thinking 
not of making new debts, but rath- 
er of diminishing our internation- 
al obligations.” 

“Fanatical Relief in Future.” 

* Hitler, continuing his defense of 
the Nazi movement, said: “We have 
a fanatical] belief in the future, His- 
tory will confirm that what the 
National Socialist party did in three 
short years was an enormous 
change which no one thought possi- 
ble and which even today is not be- 
lieved by various elements.

“We have given work to 5,000,000 
laborers. That means thirty to

“This gigantic achievement of Na- 
tional Socialism is for the better- 
ment not only of millionaires but 
for the whole nation.” 

Hitler ended his proclamation 
with the declaration that “the 
eternal and unbroken mission of 
the' National Socialist party is to 
teach the German people.” 

The proclamation was read to the 
convention by Adolf Wagner, Bava- 
rian Nazi district leader. 

Rudolph Hess Attacks Jews. 

Rudolph Hess, Minister without 
portfolio as the Nazi dictator's 
deputy on party matters praised 
Hitler “for reconquering Germany's 
honor,” and condemned Jews and 
Commfanists in a loudly-applauded 
speech preceding the reading of 
the proclamation. 

Turning to Hitler, he said, 
“through the destruction of Com- 
munism you have assured domestic 
freedom and through your order of 
March 16 (smashing the military 
clauses of the Versailles treaty) 
you have won Germany’s foreign 
freedom.” Through the elimination 
of Jewish influences, Hess said, Na- 
zis simultaneously broke Commun- 
ism, and “world revolution can nev- 
er eome to Germany.” Communism, 
he said, “means destruction while 
National Sociialism means construc- 
tion.” 

Julius Streicher, Nurnberg pub- 
lisher and the Reich’s most relent- 
less Jew-baiter, delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome. The convention 
numbe rof Streicher’s Der Stuerm- 
er was especially vitriolic in its at- 
tack on Jews. 

Opening of Convention. 

As in other years, Hess, Minister 
without portfolio, was appointed 
chairman for all plenary sessions. 
Before he called the convention to 
order, delegates took part in a cere- 
monious march through the long 
aisle of the hall, which holds 20,000 
persons, to the stage of standards 
of all local units of the party. The 
standards included the flag which 
was carried in the beer cellar 
putsch of 1923, after which Hitler 
was imprisoned. This flag was 
fixed in a stand directly behind Hit- 
ler’s place. 

The convention opened with pro- 
testations of peace. Otto Dietrich, 
Nazi press chief, in an address to

Barking Up the Wrong Tree 


HEY grilled the wrong fish 

in the Far West. It appears 
that certain misguided gentlemen 
who sponsor collegiate football 
elevens in California picked on 
Alonzo Stagg, venerable coach, as 
the target for charges of com- 
mercializing athletes under his 
direction at the College of the Pa- 
cific, where he is head of the de- 
partment of athletics and also 
football coach. 

Why not charge Herbert Hoo- 
ver with Communism? It would 
be about as justifiable. Stagg 
has always stood for the oppo- 
site of commercialism and for the 
last 10 years of his directorship 
at the University of Chicago it 
was the chief complaint against 
him by rabid alumni that he 
would not go out and “get” ma- 
terial. 

Stagg is a pillar of decency in 
football and, as was expected, the 
charges came a cropper, one of 
the complainants apologizing. Al- 
though in his seventies, Stagg is 
still a figure in collegiate ath- 
letics; that he is still a good coach 
his record last year with an al- 
most unknown school seems to 
indicate.

At the last Olympic Games the 
“Kirby Timer,” similar in some 
respects, was used to check the 
results at Los Angeles im 1932. 
The Berlin device is an improve- 
ment even on this. An Olympic 
bulletin describes the action of 
the new timer as follows: 


“A clockwork, set in motion by 
the starter’s gun, stops the _in- 
stant the first man touches the 
tape. At the same time the cam- 
era shutter is released, taking a 
picture of the chronograph dial 
as well as of the finishing line, 
thus enabling the judges, after 
developing the film, to check up 
on the winner and the time he 
made in the particular race. 


“In addition to this a moving 
picture camera taking 100 shots a 
second, is attached to the appa- 
ratus and set in motion when the 
contestants pass a certain line 
near the finish, thus giving an 
exact picture of the final dash 
toward the tape.” 


The employment of this device 
should make it possible to tell 
the outcome of any contest with 
accuracy and justice to the com- 
petitors not possible where the 
human eye alone is called upon to 
judge.

Variations of as high 
as one-fifth of a second have been 
noted in the timing. 


It is on'y a question of time be- 
fore all events of importance will 
be taken out of the realm of hu- 
man judgment and decided by ap- 
paratus.

BAHRAM WINS BY 
FIVE LENGTHS IN 
ST. LEGER STAKE 


DONCASTER, England, Sept. 11. 
—The Aga Khan’s unbeaten colt 
Bahram today completed his sweep 
of England’s’ three-year-old fix- 
tures by annexing the St. Leger at 
a mile six furlongs 132 yards. 

Sir Matthew McAlpine’s Solar 
Ray was second and Lord Glanely’s 
Buckleigh third. 

By his victory, the great son of 
Blandford became the fourteenth 
colt in British turf history to win 
all three major classics for three- 
year-olds the Two Thousand 
Guineas, Derby and St. Leger. 

The St. Leger, oldest of the three. 
first was run in 1776. Today’s run- 
ning was the 159th of its long his- 
tory. 

Bahram won by five lengths, with 
Solar Ray beating Buckleigh by 
three. A field of eight started. 

The winner started at the record 
low St. Leger odds of 4 to 11. Solar 
Ray was 100 to 6 and Buckleigh 
25 to 1. 

Charley Smirke had the mount on 
Bahram, substituting for Freddie 
Fox who was injured in a spill yes- 
terday. 

Although Bahram technically be- 
came the fourteenth horse to win 
the triple crown, most turf authori- 
ties exclude the war years wher 
the Derby and St. Leger were run 
at Newmarket. Counting out Porm- 
mern which won all three fixtures 
in 1915; Gay Crusader, triple victor 
in 1917, and Gainsborou; . in 1918, 
Bahram became the first horse 
since 1903 to achieve the feat.

ARMED JEWISH LEGION 
FOR DEFENSE PROPOSED 


New Zionist Group Votes at 
Vienna to Organize to 
Combat Oppression. 


By the Associated Press, 

VIENNA, Sept. 11.—The constitu- 
ent Congress of the New Zionist or- 
ganization voted last night to es- 
tablish an armed “Jewish legion” — 
an international army—to combat 


oppression of Jewish people 
throughout the world. 
(The new Zionist organization, 


sponsored by the Zionist Revision- 
ist organization, was formed recent- 
ly under a constitution declaring it 
to be the representative of all Jews 
everywhere.) 

American delegates vigorously op- 
posed the plan, which provides for 
the protection of Jews without re- 
gard to the national political order, 
but a majority voted down the 
Americans,

delegates insisted that 


Plans for the defensive force ve- 
main nebulous. The _ resolution 
adopted provides for the formation 
of an armed force along lines “legal 
in the various nations.” 

Jacob Dehaaf, heading the Ameri- 
can delegation, said the formation 
of a special armed force would be 
almost inconceivable in the United 
States, which “is a democracy and 
opposes warlike activities.” 

A member of the French delega- 
tion replied that American Jews 
“don't know the meaning of op- 
pression or appreciate the need for 
fighting back.” 

Prof. Isaac Sciaky of Milan 
strongly sponsored a fighting Jew- 
ry, saying, “If we permit them to 
'be killed without self-defense, it is 
‘suicide and contrary to our re- 
‘ligion and morality.”

“I cabbaged it by the strong arm 
for fear you might refuse to part 
with it if I asked you,” he said. 
“This is a case of military necessity 
and is therefore admissible. The 
honesty of the transaction may be 
doubtful but the policy of it is 
sound—sound as the foundation 
upon which the imperial greatness 
of America rests. .So just hold on 
a bit. I will send the book back 
within a month.” 

The editor commented: “We sin- 
cerely wish that all who borrow 
books were equally conscientious, 
May this remind others who have 
books in their possession belonging 
to our sanctum to return them in- 
stanter.” 

Of Hawali, Mark Twain wrote: 
“No alien land in all the world has 
any deep, strong charm for me but 
that one; no other land could so 
unbiddingly and beseechingly haunt 
me sleeping and waking through 
half a lifetime here as that one has 
done, Other things leave me, but- 
it abides; other things change but 
it remains the same.”
